It was founded in 
March 1920, by a group of wounded 
and disabled men who felt the tre- 
mendous need of an 
organization 


which would have only the interests 
of the wounded and disabled at heart. 
The local chapters are based upon 
the spirit of fellowship, comradeship, 
mutual aid and 
co-operation with 


other attendee. 
They conduct club 
rooms, social affairs, entertainments, 
summer camps and in general l<wk 
after the sick in and out of the hos- 
pitals and lend united efforts in all 
movements to advance the interests 
of the wounded and disabled. 
Those eligible for membership aiv, 


any man or woman who was wound 
ed, or who was injured or disabled in 
line of duty during the AVorid war 
and who served in the military or 
naval forces of the United States be- 
tween April 6. 1917 and November 11, 
1918; or being-an American citizen at 
time of enlistment and at time t-f 
application for membership, served 
under government associations with 
the United States during the World 
War, provided such person was dis- 
charged under honorable conditions 
or still in the service. 


The organization expects to be able 
to secure needed legislation for the 
benefit of its members by reason of 
its national organization and influ- 
ence. It also guarantees cooperation 
with the public and private agencies 
working for the betterment and in 
the interest of the wounded and dis- 
abled service man.

For half a dozen decades there

pear in bloomers or even trousers. 
hut the experiments generally fiz- 
zled out speedily.

Nevertheless, bloomers were hotly 


denounced or as hotly approved by 
everybody 
who talked, wrote 
or 


lectured about 
thorn. They 
were 
taken seriously by the undecorative 
blue stockings, and so they failed to 
appeal very much to the younger 
people who might have popularized 
them. They died a lingering, nat- 
ural death. 
Modern 
knickerbockers, like the 


olel bloomers, have sought the level 
of the skirt in vogue. Skirts go up 
and down, but they have never be- 
fore gone quite so high, and they 
are now wavering 
toward a drop. 
This was the psychological moment 
the 
first 
in 
centuries—when 


knickers might successfully appear 
on the streets. 
They were only a 
step from the knee length skirt, and 
so they attracted very little con- 
demnation- 
Knickers are now being worn for 


sports, on the street in the daytime, 
for shopping, and in general for in- 
formal wear. Their popularity as a 
permanent feature of women's dress 
depends on their 
possibilities 
for 


variety. So long as they have some 
touch of novelty the chances are 
good that women will continue to 
be interested in them. 
One enthu- 
siastic wearer of the tweeds insists 
that knickers in soft silks of deli- 
cate shades would be as decorative 
a. costume for evening wear as a 
skirt. 
She admits, however, that 


unless knickers become firmly en- 
trenched as an accepted article of 
feminine apparel this sort of even- 
ing dress will remain a vague dream. 


The fact 
which makes it seem 


likely that knickerbockers will re- 
main popular is that they have been 
introduced naturally, without any 
suggestion of dress reform-attached 
to 
them. 
The vogue of sports 
brought about 
sport clothes, and 
these became popular because wo- 
men were not frightened away by 
the words 
"sensible" or "reform."

long as knickerbockers continue to 
bo associated with the latest fashion 
by reason of new trimmings, cut, or 
material, they may be expected to 
riso In favor.

THE TRAIL OF THE SCOUT. 


The Boy Scout movement has passed the experimental stage. There 


may be mortifications of it in the1 future looking to even greater efficiency, 
but its worth has been proven so effectively that none needs to question 
its being a national asset. 


The scout has written his trail in the open places of nature. Boys 
have, by means of scouting, learned to know nature and to love it. The 
exercise of body, mind, and soul has been in the great out-of-doors as much 
as possib'e. Healthful conditions are thus applied for the proposed exer- 
cise in all tho three fundamental lines. 


THE TRAIL IN THE HOME. 
But the trail of the scout has also been blazed in the home. The boy 


who is taught tho necessity of obedience in connection with the things he 
personally wanted to do cannot help taking that lesson into his home life. 
He will more readily obey his parents than before. 


Have you known boys that didn't like to "wash behind the ears?" 


There have been some of these, though perhaps not in your home. 
The 


boy had difficulty in understanding that tho dirt he couldn't see was 
over-evident to others. When that boy has been taught cleanliness by the 
scout method you will not have to direct his attention to such unreached 
areas. 


Hut more important yet is the cleanliness of mind which the scout 


learns in his regular course. The test of protniscous contact with boys 
who know too much in tho wrong way will not be mot among his fellow 
scouts. 
Clean, right thinking is constantly held before the scout as a 
standard to be maintained. If by any chance the opposite for a moment 
shows its face the frown of other scouts soon puts it to flight and forbids 
it sreappoarance. 
Scouts do not bring the heads of parents to shame and humiliation. 
That is the trail of the scout in the home. Kindness, cheerfulness, and re- 
liability taught in scouting induce a home reflex that brings smiles of 
happiness to parents' faces and smooths tho wrinkles from their brows." "'W 


THE TRAIL OF THE SCOUT IX THE SCHOOL. 
The Boy Scout movement does not aim to assume the responsibility 


of either home or school for the boy. but to supplement and Intensify the 
training of both in character formation. 
The regulation of the scout movement to the school is one of the 


closest co-opi ration and mutual helpfulness. 
One high school principal 


has described Scouting by saying: "It has done what no scheme has ever 
done before'—made tho boy want to learn." 
Teachers, therefore, like parents, have an easier time with scouts. 


There is no trouble about the boy learning when he "wants to." 
All sorts 


of methods have been tried to make the boy want to learn. The Boy 
Scout method has come out of this same human laboratory and it Is an 
experiment that has been successful. 
This the trail of the scout in the 


school. 
THE TRAIL OF THE SCOUT IN THE CHURCH. 
As we have shown in the previous article, tho scout movement is ab- 


solutely non-sectarian both in principle and in practice. 
IJut its program 
provides recreational activities which are easily adapted as an adjunct to 
the work of the church and the Sunday school. It serves an important 
need in keeping the boy in contact with the religious activities of his own 
church. 
He does not get the desire to graduate so evident in growing 


boys.Scouting does not specifically teach religion, but it does both directly 
and indirectly Inculcate those ideals which will help boys to put in prac- 
tice every day the religious faith which may be theirs. 


By his oath and his training under scout law every boy who enters 
the movement dedicates himself to right living, to the service of God, and 
to brotherhood of man.THE COUNTER ATTACK. 


When a boy's mind is occupied with clean, appealing activities the doors 


of it are closed to temptations which knock with desire to enter. • The 
hardest thing for parents and teachers to combat is that insidious propa- 
ganda of evil which the unoccupied boy picks up. They can recognize it 
in his countenance, in his growing reticence find unresponsiveness. But it 
is beyond reach. He will not talk it out. 
The Boy Scout movement has the preventive method and It has the 


counter attack for such conditions. 
No greater thing for the Newark of tomorrow could be done than to 


enlist all of the fourteen hundred eligible boys of this city in the Boy 
Scouts of America. It is a name they will proudly assume if the people 
of Newark will provide the means and ways. It is Newark's splendid op- -, 
portunity to do this as we will continue to tell you.

Orange Salad. 


Two 
oranges, 
one 
neufchatel 
cheese, currant jelly, shredded let- 
tuce, French dressing. 


Peel oranges and separate in sec- 


tions. Remove tough skin but keep 
section unbroken. Arrange sectiors 
on a bed Of lettuce, each section 
radiating from a tiny ball of cheese. 
Put one-quarter teaspoonful of cur- 
rant jelly on each cheese ball. Use 
lemon juice rather than vinegar in 
the dressing and omit sugar and 
mustard. 


Diced oranges add much to any 


fruit salad. A salad made of seeded 
cluster raisins, English walnuts and 
diced oranges on lettuce hearts with 
a French or whipped cream dressing- 
is delicious with roast lamb. 


Lamb chops garnished with slices 


of oranges acquire fresh savor. 


Orange Pudding:. 


Pour good sized oranges, one cup 


sugar, two cups milk, two eggs, one 
tablespoon 
cornstarch, one-eighth 


teaspoon salt one-fourth cup sugar, 
one tablespoon cold water. 
Peel oranges and cut in thin slices, 


removing seeds. Put in pudding dish 
and cover with one cup sugar. Heat 
milk in double boiler. 
Beat yolks 


of eggs well and stir Into scalding 
hot milk. 
Dilute cornstarch in a 


little cold milk and stir into milk 
mixture. Cook and stir until thick. 
Pour over fruit. 
Beat whites of eggs with cold 
water till stiff and dry. These mu.;t 
be beaten with a wire whisk. Beat 
in sugar. Spread over custard vd 
put in a hot oven for eight minutes 
to brown and puff the meringue. 
Let cool and serve. 
No sauce is 
necessary. 


Orange Sponge. 


Four 
oranges, 
one 
tablespoon 
granulated gelatine, one-fourth cup 
cold water, one-half cup boiling1 
water, one-half cup sugar two egprs 
(whites).

First Officers Were Major E. Nichols, President

The Horn* Building Association 
company, of Newark, which com- 
menced business March 1, 1880, with 
the oftice of the first Secretary Cap- 
tain J. C. Wehrle, in his store tvvo 
doors north of where the Franklin 
National bank is now located, on 
March 1st, 1922 is celebrating its 
forty-second anniversary in its own 
building, with over 18,000 depositors 
and ranking among the most suc- 
cessful savings and loan associations 
of Ohio. 
The "Old Home" as it is familiarly 
known, and which has become &o 
widely known, not only in this com- 
munity, but throughout the United 
States, was incorporated, March 1st, 
1880. 
The first directoit, were A. T. 
Spefer, EcTwin Nichols, J. C. Wehrle, 
J«'. Kochendorfer, S. Ambach, John 
>?TvlcCarthy, William C. Liyon, E. M. 
Montgomery, John Simpson, D. T. 
Coffman, George Braumaold, Charles 
Daugherty and D. C. Jewett. 
The 
first Ofticers were K. Nichols, presi- 
dent; F. Kochendoifer, Mce presi- 
dent; J. C. Wuhrle, secietary and JJ. 
C. Jeuett, treasuier. 
The tiist month's receipts were 


$560 and the sectetary was ordered 
to" buy a check book with 
fifty 
checks therein to accommodate the 
growing business

years' business, on July 1st, 1882, the 
resources of the company were $30,-

Not always were the skies rosy for 
the infant savings institution. 
In 
January, 188C occurred 
the big 
Burner and McCun-e fire, in the eec- 
ond floor north of the present "Old 
Home" building, where the secretary 
of the company had his office. Dur- 
the conflagration, the secretary's 
records dropped 


deposits, as tiie "Old Homo" did 
during the year of 1921. 
The "Old Home" was first to or- 
ganize the "Christmas Money Club" 
In Newark eight years ago. Over 
32,000 members have used tho Club 
plan to save small sums weekly, the 
total amount saved up to December 
1921 
being over one million dollars 
in the "Old Home's" 
Christmas 


Money Club. 
Last fall the "Old Home" assisted 
the Newark Board of Education in 
establishing the present hchool sav- 
ings system in tho Public Schools, 
the object being to fcyhtematize and 
actively encourage regular savings 
among the school children. 
Heretofore no regular tystem of 
teaching thrift had been followed, 
nor had any efforts been made to 
show the children how they ould i-ut 
their thrift lessons into practice, but 
within ten weeks after the thrift ed- 
ucational work was started, over 
seventy per cent of the school child- 
ren were saving, and after only four 
months their savings totaled over 
$9,000.00 which only indicates what 
the children will be able to accumu- 
late in future years. The good which 
will come from the thrift educational 
work in the schools will be far-reach- 
ing, and even more than the actual 
money accumulated 
will 
be the 


thrifty habits instilled in the future 
men and women of our city. Thf 
heavy expense of tho clerical work 
involved makes the stystem at pres- 
ent unprofitable for the Company but 
it is hoped that in future yeais, it 
will be self-supporting.
